every Quarter of a year, that is 4 s. a year, which may eaſily be paid by Two days work 
done extraordinary in a whole Year amounts to 73525 J. and that all Perſons that does 
follow any of the Weaving Trade with Tredddle or Shuttle, and all J/oolt-combers that 
have learnt already be permitted to have a Cirrificate and continue the Trade, paying 
Quarterly One Shilling as eforeſaid, that there be a penalty to oblige them to it, 

2. For time to come, all that follow the ſaid Trades or Calling be bound Prentice to the 
ſame, and immediately aſter being Bound, do come to the Office and pay to her Majeſty 
each, the Maſter 5 s. and the Prentice 5 5. which will be but once in ther life time, and 
and this with the Stamp Paper or Parchment will amount to about 16205 J. per Ann. by rea- 
ſonable Computation, all which is to her Majeſty 89730 l. the value of the Goods that eve- 
ry Weaver makc> in the 2 Days in the year to pay Tax with may be worth 20 5. each 
Mans work, the Wooll with other materials may be worth 4.s. of it, and 16 f. is to the 
Poors profit for working it, which by compuration comes to 196575 l. per Annum, the value 
of the Goods made extraordinary ads to the Conſumption of the Manufactory 327625 l.

3. It's humbly conceived, that by Perſons ſerving a time to their Trades, they can make 
the truer work, which is a credit to the Merchant, and adyanceth the price of Goods, and 
cauſeth a greater call for it to Forain Markets: 5 „ 

4. By the Weavers and Combers taking Cirtificates, the true number of them may be 
known the firſt giving out the Cirtificares, which may be ſent to Places appointed, and 
the People may come or {end for them, and pay 1 5, for them every Quarter; ſo this Tax 
may be eafily raiſed and not much trouble, and by the number of Tickets, the increaſe or 
decreaſe of the Manufacturies may be diſcerned, and in what branch thereof; and as the 
Duty do not lye on the Goods it will not raiſe the Price thereof; but the Propoſal for 
Raiſing Money by Hatts is laid on the Goods, and if the maker pays it, it will be 3 s. a day 
for every Man he imploys, for a Man can make 3 Beverets in a day; but the Weavers 4 s. 
a year will be no loſs to them, for they may have Money with a Prentice when al} maſt 
ſerve their time, and they will have more work to do, for the Goods being better wrought 
will mahe them ſell better, all which will advantage the Weaver ten times more then twa 
days work in a year; yet this will not reſtrain the Trade, becauſe, as the Trade grows, 
they may hawe as many Prentices as they pleaſe, and if there be Books kept for every ſeve- 
ral ſort of Goods ſeperate, it may be the eaſier diſcern'd how every branch thrives, broad 
Cloath or Serges, Stuffs, Linner or Silks, ſo that the ſtate and growth may at any time be 
examined into. |
